A Charge of Treason. 


In their rage at the Grand Army for 
daring to assert its principles, even to 
the audacious extent of condemning 
the political and Presidential course of 
Mr. Cleveland, some of the more in- 
temperate of the Democratic papers 
have indulged in ultra language toward 
the Union soldiers.

‘treason.’ The primary definition of 
the dictionaries state it to mean a be- 
trayal or breach of faith. As no one is 
likely to claim that the G.A.R. has be- 
trayed President Cleveland or com- 
mitted any breach of faith toward him, 
we must turn to the constitutional 
definition of treason, which is ‘levying 
war against the United States or giv- 
ing aid and comfort to their enemies.’ 
Whether this definition applies better 
to the G.A.R. or tothe ex-Confederates 
is something for the Democrati¢ breth- 
ren who are using the word so freely tu 
ponder. 

‘*Treason is a rather ugly term; but 
as it is being lugged into politics by a 
certain class, it seems necessary to 
recommend a little study as to the 
meaning of the term and the nature of 
the acts which constitute that crime.”’ 

It is monstrous that the men who 
saved the nation from the assaults of 
traitors should themselves be de- 
nounced as traitors only a quarter of a 
century after the work of salvation was 
completed. This is Democratic (Cleve- 
land) politics.

Gov. Bartlett Dead. 


After a brave and patient struggle 
with the grim destroyer, Gov. Wash- 
ington Bartlett has succumbed and 
passed beyond the River. His death 
has been expected for many weeks. 
Ilis malady had long been understood 
to be incurable, but his death was 
doubtless hastened by over-exertion 
and age. “fle was rated as a hard- 
working official, giving the closest per- 
sonal attention to the exacting duties 
of his office, and looking after details, 
rather than commit them to others, 
whenever such course seemed to him 
necessary to the making up of a correct 
judgment in any giver case. Mr. Bart- 
lett never made his impress upon the 
State asa man of commanding intel- 
lect. but he was intelligent, clear- 
headed, and possessed of considerable 
ability for public affairs. His admin- 
istrative capacity was perhaps better 
exhibited while he was Mayor of San 
Francisco than during his short and 
partial term in the gubernatorial office, 
when he had not yet found his oppor- 
tunity to do anything striking. 

Mr. Bartlett, during his long resi- 
dence on this coast, had become thor- 
oughly identified with California and 
her interests and destiny. He was a 
man of established character and in- 
tegrity, a clean official and an upright 
citizen. His loss will be felt through- 
out the State.

RIVAL RAILWAYS. 


Threatened Trouble Between Con- 
struction Gangs Averted. 

PORTLAND, Sept. 12.—A special dispatch 
from Garfield, Wash., states that serious 
trouble is anticipated there between rail- 
road employés of different rival companies. 
The difficulty is caused by the track of the 
Spokane and Palouse Railroad crossing the 
branch road of the Oregon Railroad and 
Navigation and Northern Pacific near 
Garfield. The men have attempted to tear 
up the Spokane and Palouse crossing. The 
latter company now have seventy five men 
guarding the track. Should active hostili- 
ties between the men occur, serious con- 
sequences are feared. 

THE TROUBLE ENDED. 

PORTLAND, Sept. 12.—The latest news 
from Garfield, Wash., regarding the trouble 
between railroad companies is to the effect 
that everything is quiet.

TROUBLED ARIZONA. 


Indians Resisting Arrest—Attempted

ANOTHER TELEPHONE. 


An Ingenious Device—No Battery and 
No Electricity. 

A recent dispatch to the Boston 
Herald from Milford, Mass.; says: This 
afternoon William A. Hayward, man- 
ager of the Pulsion Telephone Com- 

any, invited some newspaper men to 
nspect the operation of a private wire 
at North Milford. Messrs. Jerome 
Prince and Lemuel Millett, of Milford, 
have perfected the pulsion telephone 
after months ot close study. They use 
no battery or electricity, operating 
through a wonderfully-ingenious trans- 
mitter and a No, 18 taut copper wire. 
Mr. Hayward led the way to an apple 
orchard, where, 1600 feet from the 
house, a single wire, with the loose end 
lying on the ground, was stretched 
rom house ~to tree. One of the 
party went up to the house and 
spoke through the transmitter and 
another man took off his hat—a 
common straw—laid it on the wire, 
using it as a receiver, and held conver- 
sation in an ordinary voice. At the 
same time Mr. William Bancroft, of 
Hopedale, took hold of the wire be- 
tween the twos ers, to prevent any 
vibration, and also to’conduct off a pos- 
sible electrical current. This had no 
effect whatever. During the talking

Death of Gov. Bartlett Yester- 
day Afternoon. | 


His Life Ebbs Away During a Peaceful 
Slumber, 


And He Breathes His Last Without 
Struggle or Pain. 


Affecting Scenes and Incidents at His Deathbed 
—Preparations for the Funeral— Lieut. -Gov. 
Waterman to Take the Oath of 
Office this Morning.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) At 5 o’clock this evening 
Washington Bartlett, sixteenth Governor of 
California, breathed his last. As he had 
been in a comatose condition for two days, 
his death had been momentarily expected, 
and consequently was no surprise to the 
watchers at his bedside. Toward the last 
his breathing had become almost impercep- 
tible, and at 5 o’clock the only noticeable 
feature of the death-struggle was an appar- 
ent effort on the part of the dying man to 
draw a long breath, which proved to be his 
last. 


‘A great change set in shortly before mid- 
night on Saturday, when the Governor was 
seized by violent paroxysms of pain in the 
abdomen, the precursors of dissolution. 
Throughout yesterday the pains recurred at 
intervals, but with decreasing severity. At 
an early hour this morning all the members 
of the family gathered about the dying Gov- 
ernor, no one leaving his bedside except for 
a few moments at a time. An oppressive 
silence reigned, broken only at intervals 
by the choking sobs dr broken and sup- 
pooneed sighs from individual members of 
e death-invaded circle. 
THE END APPROACHING. 

The Governor slept on undisturbed, 
breathing peacefully, the expression on his 
face being calm and natural. At 9 o’clock 
this morning Rev. Dr. McLean arrived at 
the house and knelt in prayer with the rela- 
tives. The interval between this time and 
3 o’clock in the afternoon was passed in 
hourly expectation of death. All hope be- 
ing abandoned, and there being no further

The gang thereupon en- 
tered his house, when the police laid in 
ambush and surprised them.
